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The Anniversary of the Birth of Dr. H. 
P. Peet. 

The New York Institution very 
properly celebrate the anniversary of 
the birth of I >■ Hi' 
His life work had probably more i 
for good upon I -sion of • 

mute teaching than will ever be ade 
quately understood. It is easy to im- 
agine the New York Institution of his 
time falling into other hands, 
growing only as others grow, a fol- 
lower and imitator always, a leader 
and pattern never. Those who delve 
deep into the history of the profes- 
sion, will find in the archives of his 
time models for almost every work of 
the present day. We may improve 
upon some doubtless, but we should
